W 
ASHINGTON— A strange situation is 
brewing inside the National Defense 
Commission which may get the Roosevelt 
Administration, to say nothing of the 
country, into serious trouble. 
With the nation desperately needing 
tin; with the Dutch-Malay tin supply like­ 
ly to be cut any day by Japan; and with 
only p. limited supply of tin on hand, two 
men inside the Defense Commission are 
holding up State Department plans for the 
smelting of Bolivian tin in the United 
States. 
The two men are: 
Erwin Vogelsang, formerly connected 
with two London tin firms, Lewis Lazarus 
and Sons, and Malcolm Bowley and Son, 
who has worked all his life in close con­ 
tact with the British-Patino tin monoply. 
Robert L. Ballett, chief chemist of the 
National Lead Company, which owns part 
of the Patino mines and was in on the 
British tin combine. 
These two men are now urging that 
the United States do business with Simon 
Patino, the tin king. 
They don’t want the 
United States to do business with any 
Patino rivals, and because of their persist­ 
ent urging the entire transaction has been 
delayed for two months. 
W hat happened was that the State 
Department arranged with the Bolivian 
Government to supply tin ore to be smelt­ 
ed in this country. 
This would break our 
dependence on the Patino-British interests 
which smelt tin only in England or the 
Malays, with a risky ocean haul to the 
United States in wartime. 
After the State Department thought it 
had 
virtually completed 
arrangements, 
Vogelsang and Hallett urged that the deal 
be held up until Patino arrived in the 
United States. 
Patino has now been here 
a month, and still the Defense Commission 
delays. 
Vogelsang and Hallett have used their 
influence with the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to throw the deal to Patino. 
They say he is the only man who knows 
how to smelt tin. 
But meanwhile the Bolivian Govern­ 
ment is doing business with Patino’s rival, 
Mauricio Hochschild, who promises im­ 
mediate deliveries. 
Meanwhile also, time 
flies and the American tin situation be­ 
comes increasingly precarious.

• The commonest form of deaf­ 
ness which occurs in middle age 
is due to a hardening and fixation 
of the joint surfaces between the 
little bones in the middle car. 
These bones in health form a read­ 
ily movable hinge attached on the 
one side to the ear drum and on 
the other side of the middle ear to 
the window of the organ of hear­ 
ing. When the ear drum vibrates 
in response to sounds, these bones 
transm it the finest variation of 
the vibration to the organ of hear­ 
ing where the nerve endings of the 
auditory nerve pick them up and

transform them into sound sensa­ 
tions. Obviously if these bones be­ 
come fixed so that free play of 
movement is not allowed the hear­ 
ing will get progressively worse. 
New Improvement 
This form of deafness is not 
well understood and has hitherto 
baffled attempts at complete cure. 
But of late more improvement in 
handling these cares is evident. 
Last year we reported on the op­ 
eration devised by a New York 
otologist which consists of remov­ 
ing the adhesions and bony fixa­ 
tion of the middle ear bones. With­ 
in the year I have been privileged 
to examine a number of patients 
who had the operation of making 
an artificial Eustachian tube—an 
opening into the middle ear which 
admits air pressure and allows the 
bones to move freely. These opera­ 
tions have been quite successful. 
It has been suggested that nu­ 
tritional deficiency may contrib­ 
ute to the condition. This idea has 
been advanced by Dr, Grant Self­ 
ridge, of San Francisco. And it re­ 
quires only a little thought to see 
that the idea is not far-fetched. 


We consider arthritis to be due to 
infection, nutritional and consti­ 
tutional factors. The changes in 
the bones of the middle ear are not 
so very different from the changes 
of arthritis — a roughening and 
fixation of the joint surfaces, a 
change in the consistency of the 
temporal bone. 
Surrounding Infections 
Infection of the nose and throat 
has long been held to be associated 
with chronic progressive deafness. 
Such infections would not occur if 
the soil were not properly pre­ 
pared. A deficiency of Vitamins 
A and D appears quite definitely 
to lower resistance to infection. 
Patients with this condition ap­ 
pear to be in good constitutional 
health, but valuable information 
can be gleaned if inquiry is made 
into their dietary history, which 
indicates that all is not as well as 
would appear on the surface. Not 
only Vitamins A and D are found 
to be lacking, but Vitamin B, 
which has such an influence on the 
nerve fibers. Gray considered the 
auditory nerve involvement as pri­ 
mary in these eases and the bony 
changes as secondary. 
In actual practice patients with 
high tone loss were found to re­ 
spond favorably to feeding of con­ 
centrated Vitamin;- A, B, C and D. 
The concentrated I) complex made 
from California rice-bran was 
used in these studies. In early 
cases with beginning loss the vita­ 
min concentrates did much to re­ 
store most of the hearing.
